HOWLAND ISLAND, Oceania, July 3.—(UP)— 


Spurred by distress signals, a vast search by sea and air 
was under way today for tousle-haired Amelia Earhart and 
her navigator, Fred Noonan, who were forced down in the 
South seas on a pioneering flight from New Guinea to How- 
land. 


Miss Earhart and Noonan, on an attempted round-the- 


world flight in a twin-motored Lockheed-Eleetra mono- 
plane, were believed to have overshot Howland and to 
have been forced down by lack of fuel either on the shark- 
infested ocean or some lonely island. 


The plane was due at Howland Friday afternoon. 
An amateur radio operator at Los Angeles reported 


he "distinctly heard Miss Earhart's voice calling: "SOS, 
SOS, SOS," at 9:30 a. m., E.S.T. 


Many Signals Heard 


Signals believed to be from the lost plane were picked 


up along a far-flung front. The coast guard cutter Itasca, 
searching the area north oi.H«wrt*nd Definitely idi 
weak signal? recajyed sdurin^.'early motfepgJM qfe.M 
ing from Miss Earhart.

The powerful amateur station at Los Angeles report- 


ed it heard what was believed a radioed position of the 
Earhart plane. 


"It was a 179 and what sounded like 1.6," said Walter

the station all night to signals signed by Miss Earhart's 
call letters. 


McMenamy and Pierson said if the signals meant 


latitude and longitude, the position would be somewhere 
300 or 400 miles off Howland island. 


The British warship Achilles reported at 11:28 p. m., 


P. S. T., Friday that it intercepted two SOS calls from Miss 
Earhart. Neither of these calls, however, gave an estima- 
ted location of the plane. 


The coast guard at Honolulu reported it received a 


strong signal at 4:45 a. m., E. S. T., which might have been 
from Miss Earhart's ship. Weaker signals were picked up 
at 3:30 a. m. Army operators at Fort Shafter, Honolulu, 
said they heard similar signals. 


Authenticity Doubted 


Some radiomen at Honolulu, however, doubted that 


the signals were authentic. They said it was possible the 
signals heard by the Achilles were a portion of a message 
from the cutter Itasca about the plane. They also specula- 
ted whether other purported signals might not have been 
harmonics from a Honolulu broadcasting station. 


Lieutenant S. K. Johnson of San Francisco coast guard 


iieadquarters said he ' 
onvinced the signals were 
from Miss Earhart. 


They were picked up

more difficult by the rapid growth 
of suburban areas, lying outside 
city limits. This has removed a 
large proportion of new building 
from the jurisdiction of local en- 
forcement agencies. 


Careful Study 


Establishment 
by the Federal 


Housing Administration of mini- 
mum construction requirements for 
each of its state and district off- 
ices is aiding in the solution of 
one of the problems — that of 
controlling the standards of con- 
struction in outlying areas. 


According to Howard P. Vermil- 


ya, director of the Administration's 
Technical Division, local fiscal of- 
ficials and private organizations 
are giving careful study to the de- 
velopment of a method for the ad 
ministration of buildmg codes to 
allow the revision of requirements 
as soon as new and better tech- 
niques or materials warrant such 
changes. 


Rapid Changes 


"The rapid increase of residen- 


tial construction has been accom- 
panied by even more rapid changes 
in types of materials being pro- 
duced by private industry.

of these new practices developed

possibilities of real

provement in residential construc- 
tion standards," Mr. Vermilya said 


"Building 
code 
enforcement 


agencies are faced not only with 
the problem of inspecting a record 
number of new projects but of 
making revisions in existing code 
requirements to meet changing 
conditions. Because the procedure 
necessary for modifying existing 
codes is often needlessly involved, 
various organizations are attempt- 
ing to find a workable method of 
amending codes with the least dif- 
ficulty.

Record, who points out in an ar- 
ticle that homes must have mod- 
ern conveniences, be substantially 
built, and be wisely financed if 
they are to find a market. 


Ten years ago, the article says, 


a schoolboy could sell a house and 
there were so 
many 
financing 


schemes of one kind or another in 
existence that rarely would a pur- 
chaser have trouble financing his 
home. The laymen knew 
little 


about 
building 
practices 
and 


houses were bought largely on out- 
ward 
appearances 
with little 


thought to the soundness of con- 
struction and the trend 
of 
the 


neighborhood. 


The modern home buyer, 
Mr. 


Johnson writes, wants to 
know 


that the house he is considering 
is well built of the best materials 
and is in a neighborhood that will 
not deteriorate and wants to knov 
that he will not be faced with ex- 
pensive mortgage renewals that 
bring his no nearer actual owner- 
ship. He wants a long-term amort- 
ized mortgage with monthly pay- 
ments that are within the limits of 
his income. 


Modernizes Offer Choice of New Materials 


better construction standards by 
applying its localized minimum 
construction requirements in those 
communities which do not have 
building codes. 


"Although our minimum con- 


struction requirements apply only 
to those structures which are of- 
fered to the Administration as se- 
curity for insured loans, we find 
that we are able to exercise a 
measure of control on conditions 
even for structures which are not 
submitted 
for 
inspection, 
since 


builders are finding that public de- 
mand makes it necessary for them 
to meet with at least our minimum 
construction requirements. 


Inspectors Aided 


"Thus, through the substantial 


proportion of new residential con- 
struction projects handled under 
the FHA Mutual Mortgage Insur- 
ance System, we feel that we have 
been able to influence builders of a 
relatively large proportion of new 
houses to employ good construction 
practice in their building opera- 
tions." 


Mr. Vermilya pointed out that 


the application of the definitive 
construction requirements of the 
Federal Housing Admanistration 
reduces the number of violations 
and aids building inspectors to en- 
force local requirements more ef- 
fectively. 


There is a great deal of personal 


satisfaction to be had by the fam- 
ily that does a modernizing job on 
its own house. One of the most in- 
teresting parts of this satisfaction 
Is the opportunity to choose from 
a wide range of materials just the 
exact one which fits the situation, 
taste and pocket-book. 


The newer ideas in home build- 


ing are forcing onto the market a 
variety of ideas 
and 
methods 


which of necessity demand new 
materials. Some of the prefabri- 
cated housing ideas are bound to 
be successful, and it seems to me 
that much of their success will de- 
pend upon the availability of these 
new things to make their pre-fab- 
ricating methods of building oper- 
ate in the right fashion. 


For instance, the bath rooms and 


kitchens of modernized 
houses 


have available, among other ma- 
terials, a vitreous substance that is 
often called structural ylass. The 
surface of this material is unab- 
sorbent and acid proof. Any color 
is available. It will never stain, 
crock or craze, grow dull or absorb 
odors. A mere wiping with a damp 
cloth cleans it perfectly. A wains- 
coting in a bath room of this ma- 
terial, in a gleaming black 
or 


opaque white, can be put on righ! 
over old walls. 


New floors are often in order be- 


fore the modernizing jos is done 
So many new kinds of flooring ma 
terials have come onto the mar 
ket that it is a joy to contem 
plate making one's choice.. The 
wood blocks, and blocks made of 
wood fiber, and blocks or tiles 
made of all sorts of composition 
materials, as well as factory-fin- 
ished wood flooring, offer great 
possibilities. Many of the newer 
products go down on the existing 
or sub-floor in a layer of mastic or 
stickum. 
Sometimes a layer of 


flooring felt is used also. 


Close-grained 
hardwoods 
are 


made to take plain colors, even 
black, for flooring. And many of 
the latest linoleums are put out 
in plain colors. It is wise, it seems 
to me, to avoid the imitation 
one kind of material with another. 
For instance, why imitate a wood 
or tile floor with linoleum? Why 
not use linoleum as such, not make 
believe it is something else. Often 
time the material doing the imita- 
tating is really better itself than 
the one imitated.

Gingerbread Era House May Be 
Made Into Modern Dwelling 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—In 
an- 


nouncing that 252,934 mortgages 
have been selected for appraisal 
through April 1937, totaling $1,- 
029,656,134, Federal Housing Ad- 
ministrator 
Stewart 
McDonald 


points out that an analysis of these 
mortgages shows that more than 
half of all new-construction mort- 
gages accepted for insurance are 
on properties located in cities and 
towns of less than 25,000 popula- 
tion. 
Stressing the benefit small com- 


munities receive under the Insured 
Mortgage System, the Administra- 
tor referred to the uniformity of 
rates which exists between large 
and small communities under this 
new development in home mort- 
gage lending. 
Financial 
institu- 


tions, a survey shows, have made 
insured loans to families in 2,400 
of the 3,073 counties in the United 
States. 


Some 
5,000 communities 
are 


served by the 68 insuring offices 
and 15 service offices which have 
been set up by the Federal Housing 
Administration on a geographic 
basis. Mortgage-lending 
institu- 


tions, whether located in large or 
small 
communities, 
have 
been 


placed on a parity in their mort- 
gage-lending practices. 


The Administrator also pointed 


out the marketability of the 
in- 


sured mortgage. He said that 
prior to the establishment of the 
Insured Mortgage System mort- 
gages originating in small com- 
munities frequently had only a lo- 
cal market, which resulted In keep- 
ing the supply of money far be- 
low the legitimate demand, but 
with the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration affording a means of 
identifying the quality of the com- 
modity the market has been great- 
ly widened. 


Many persons, when buying a 


home, prefer the spaciousness of 
the house of the so-called "ginger- 
bread" era. These homes 
were 


generally substantially built and, 
with a few changes, adapt them- 
selves readily to modern living. 


When these homes are of sound 


construction and located in a fa- 
vorable neighborhood they are eli- 
gible for financing under the terms 
of the Insured Mortgage System of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. This type of mortgage may 
be amortized over a period of years 


in monthly 
rentlike payments 


which include a payment on the 
principal, taxes, interest, and other 
fixed charges. Under this type of 
financing 
certain 
improvements 


may be made in property at the 
time of purchase. 


Towers and turrets may often be 


removed, leaving a house in the 
Georgian or modern trend. Ram- 
bling porches that keep sunlight 
away from windows may be re- 
placed by a terrace and a uniform- 
ity of window areas may improve 
the facade.
